Feral recommends 


Washington, June 7.— Differences 
over the government’s wooden ship- 
building program came to a head to- 
hight when F. A. Bustis, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Emergency Fleet 
corporation, and his assistant, F. Hunt- 
ington Clark, issued statements vir- 
tually charging Major General George 
W. Goethals, general manager of the 
corporation, with halting building of 
the vessels by prescribing an impossible 
form of contract. 

The statements reveal that the fleet 
corporation has just received offers 
from ten firms to build 496 wooden 
ships within twelve months or 786 with- 
in eighteen months. General Goethals 
has turned the proposals down. because 
the builders wished to construct the 
ships on a cost- plus ten per cent profit 
basis instead of contracting for a flat 
price for the ships. 

Mr. Eustis. and Mr. Clark are the 
mining engineers who originated the 
wooden ship-building plan adopted by 
the shipping board and regarded by 
General Goethals as cable. 
“When the board formed the fleet cor 
poration and put General Goethals at 
ite head with full powers to build ships, | 
the two engineers were assigned to the | 
corporation as the general’s aides. 

Geethals Favors Steel. 

After taking charge of the building 
program, General Goethals turned to 
steel. construction and limited the wood- 
en program to not more than 250 ships 
in eighteen months. Mr. Eustis and 
Mr. Clark contend the corporation can 
build 2,000 wooden ships within that 
time without interfering with steel 
building. 

General Goethals could not be seen. 
tonight for comment on the statement. 
Chairman Denman, of the shipping 
board, who has been represented as 
opposing General Goethals’ plans to re- 
strict wooden building, said: 

“None of the members of the shipping 
board has any knowledge of the state- 
ments attributed to the engineers, Mr. 
Eustis and. Mr. Clark, intimating a re- 
fusal by General Goethals to build as 
many wooden ships as he might, nor 
had they the slightest intimation that 
they were to be issued: General Goe- 
thals as head of the emergency fleet 
corporation, in the service of which 
they have been acting, has entire re- 
sponsibility for the ship-building pro- 
gram, wood and steel. That power 
was given him when the board was or- 
ganized April 16, 19172’ . 

Expect to Resign. 

Mr. Eustis and Mr. Clark are serving 
the fleet corporation without pay. 
Both indicated tonight. they expected 
their resignations would be asked, but 
declared they felt it to be their. duty 
to put the situation before the Ameri- 
can people and show them that ships 
can be built to overcome the German 
submarine campaign. 

Mr. Clark explained tonight the tan- 
gle over commitments for wooden ships. 
When, first employed. he and Mr. Eus- 
tis, he said, directed several shipbuild- 
ing companies to go ahead with wood- 
en shipbuilding, leaving the form of 
contract to be determined on later. 
The Dduilders, he said, were given to un- 
derstand they would get at least ten 
per cent of their work. General Goe- 
thals, he said, on taking charge, stopped 
all work and the prospective builders 
had been unable to obtain any satis- 
faction as to whether they would be 
given contracts. 

Mr. Clark said: 

“As far as we can learn, the present 
program contemplates about . 3,000,000 
tons of shipping in 18 months. This 
amount was sunk in the first four 
months of this year- and the shortage 
is already appalling.

months. The Germans, though appar- 
ently aware that the blow was coming 
and seemingly prepared to meet it, were 
driven from their nearly three years’ 
hold on Messines ridge, opposite Ypres, 
the last remnant of an important Bel- 
gian town, which, with the help of the 
French and British in turn, has held 
out against all the massed attacks the 
Germans could fling against it, includ- 
ing the first great surprise of poison 
gas as a means of supposed civilized 
warfare. 

Ypres Avenged. f 

Ypres in a sense was avenged today, 
for Messines ridge has been the van- 
tage point from which the Germans 
have poured torrents of shells into the 
stricken city. The British also wiped 
off an old score against the Germans, 
fot they held the ridge in October, 1914, 
and with very thin forces and virtually 
no artillery, fought bloodily, but vain- 
ly, to hold it when. the Prussian troops 
massed their modern and overpowering 
weapons of war against it.

Washington, June 7.— The policy of 
the war department with respect to men 
now under training to become reserve 
officers was outlined in a statement to- 
day by Adjutant General McCain, stat- 
‘ing the process to be followed with 
each class of candidates. 

„The best qualified of all reserve of- 
ficers and candidates will be selected 
to become officers of the regiménts 
which will be supplemental to the men 
appointed from the regular service for 
each new regiment. The number of 
men to be taken in each grade cannot 
be decided until the number to come 
from the regulars has been determined. 


Commissioned as Reserve Officers. 


The remainder of the qualified men 
at the training camps will be com- 
missioned as reserve officers, to aid 
in the training.of the new armies as 
| additional officers of each regiment, 
and this class will be drawn upon to 
2 temporary officers for the regy- 
lars and active officers for the second 
500,000 of the selective army.

“Ordinarily it will be sufficient to report 
the facts to this office with the names of 
the witnesses. Where, however, there is any 
danger of the party absconding, or where 
there is any other reason for an immediate 
arrest, any person or officer who is author- 
ized by the laws of Georgia to issue a war- 
rant of arrest may issue such a warrant in 
these cases. Generally speaking it will be 
best for a justice of the peace to issue the 
warrant. 

For the, information of the state officers 
I have prepared forms of affidavit and war- 
rant which may be followed, varying the 
same to fit particular cases as may be ap- 
propriate to the facts.

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THE NORTH AND THE NEGRO.

In a communication consuming almost a 


column of space in a recent issue of The 
New York Tribune, a New London, Conn., 
man essays to inform the world in intricate 
‘and intimate detail as to the whys and 
wherefores of the negro exodus from the 
south northward. 

The New England correspondent, evi- 
dently from his viewpoint, leaves no stone 

unturned; but the gist of what he has to 

say is boiled down in the caption The 

Tribune gives his communication: 

“Why Negroes Leave. South—Not for 
Wages or to Avoid Draft, But to Escape 
Bondage.” 

In other words, the negro.goes north for 
freedom! 

But what does he get? 

The answer is supplied in accounts of 
the Illinois race riots of a few days ago! 

Ohe thing the negro always has been 
privileged to do in the south, and that is 
to work—to earn a living for himself and 
family by honest toil. 

He claims that same ed in the 
vort and is assassinated! 

In what way did those e of race 
rlot and northern race prejudice “escape 
bondage” by going north? 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch a few days 
ago said editorially: 

Should the influx of negroes accentu- 
ate race prejudice and create at the 
nerth some of the evils heretofore distinc- 
tive to the south, a duty is imposed on 
the north to combat them much more 
effectively than the south has combated 
them. 

Which implies that the north - has shown 
itself more able than the south to “combat” 
the “evils heretofore distinctive to the 
south.” 

But where is the proof of it? 

Surely not in the assassination of ne- 
groes in Illinois, nor in the S. O. S. calls 
for help which certain northern cities have 
sent out during the last few months be- 
cause of negro congestion in their tene- 
ments and factory districts! 

The mistake they are all making is that 
they have looked upon the negro migration 
as a purely sectional problem, whereas it 
is a national question. 

As for his being in “bondage” down here, 
that is all poppycock, pure and simple. No 


re 


megro is denied the right to work, and for 


good pay, in the south. He has always had 
that right, and white men of the south work 
side by side with the negroes. And never 
has a negro been murdered in the south 
simply for asserting his desire to work! 
The north may hold out allurements to 
the southern negro in the form of platitudes 
about. “constitutional privileges,” and the 
like: but, after all is said and done, what 
do they amount to when he is denied the 
fundamental right to live? 
There is mighty little in the way of ad- 
vantages that the north offers the negro 
that he does not enjoy here at home—with 
a big lot of other blessings dear to the 
colored man’s heart which are impossible of 
attainment in

safeguarding of its own civilian population 
from corrupt influence, it desires to retain 
the training camp already established here 
and that about to be built, to come out open- 
ly and recognize the danger of this vicious 
inpouring and prepare to checkmate and 
forestall it before jt can gain a foothold. 

If we fail in ‘this, the war department 
has put us on notice that we stand to lose 
our training camps. | 

Sporadic, individual, here-and-there ex- 
pressions of opinion on this matter will not 


bring the necessary results; but collective, 


co-operative, determined and organized and 


timely action, by citizens and city govern - 


ment, will. i

- DESTRUCTIVE TAXATION. 

While the general temper of the country 
is in strict harmony with the government's 
purpose to distribute the financial burden of 


the war impartially and equitably upon all 


citizens and interests, insistent opposition. is 
manifesting itself against that phase of the 
recently-enacted inheritance tax act which 
imposes taxation upon educational, philan- 


thropic and religious bequests on the same | 


basis as all others. 8 
Of course, the law must not play favor 
ites. To be just it must recognize no distinc- 


tion as between individuals nor between com- 


mercial and private interests. It must apply 


alike to all, for at best the war burden will | 


be heavy enough upon every citizen. 

But when it comes to levying a toll upon 
enlightenment and charity and spirituality— 
which taxation of educational, philanthropic 


and religious bequests is—that is going a. 


little too far. 

Legitimate taxation is necessarily con- 
structive. Such taxation as that complained 
against is destructive taxation, and no ulti- 
mate good can come of it. 

Opposition to this feature of the 8 is 
heard the. country over, Here in Atlanta 
representatives of Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish churches and charitable and educa 
tional institutions of all creeds and of both 
races are protesting. 

They are insisting upon an amendment 
to the federal law . for taxation 
exemption of— 


7 All bequests, legacies, devises or gifts 
to the United States, ör te any state. or 
to.apy political division thereof, for ex- 
clusively publie purposes, and all be- 
quests, legacies, devises or gifts for uses 
of a religious, literary, charitable or ed- 
ucational character or for the encour- 
agement of art, or to societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to-children, provid- 
ed the institutions affected are not op- 
erated for private gain. 


They point out, and 
grounds, that to tax such bequests would 
not only deprive worthy institutions of need- 
ed income, but would discourage the mak- 
ing of such bequests in the future—which 
stands to reason. This, it is argued, further- 
more, would result in a disastrous depletion 


‘of the intellectual and spiritual capital of 


the nation—a matter of the utmost im- 
portance at all times, but especially impor- 
tant in this time of war for conservation of 
the principles of true democracy, and after 


the war for the rehabilitation of the intel- | 


lectual and spiritual forces of the core 
and of the world. 


Under cee ant law such bequests as 
those in quéstion are taxed at a rate which 


may run up to 30 per cent. In the United 


States, for higher education alone 136,842. 


421. comes from private endowment, as com- 
pared with 338.06 1,768 from public taxation. 
The workings of the law as it stands will 
cut off a large part, and possibly all, of this 
distinctively American contribution to en- 
lightenment and civilization. 

This feature of the law is out of har- 
mony with any similar taxation law ever 
invoked in the United States; never before 
did an American congress pass a revenue 
act imposing taxation upon institutions of 
the class in question, and in very rare in- 
stances has such legislation been enacted 
by states.

4 Variety or another, grows. pretty. much all 
over the country in vacant or uncultivated 
fields and by roadsides. The pollen is borne 
long distanees by wind. Often, however, the 


ragweed grows in your neighbor's neglected 


garden or the vacant lot across the street. 

Cocklebur is another frequent factor of 
hay fever. The pollen of this weed does not 
travel very far on the wind, hence you must 
search for it near home. 

Wild elder and poverty weed (marsh 
elder) are other plants which cause many 
cases of hay fever. 

Goldenrod, wormwood, sunflower and 
Plantain are well-known excitants of attacks 
in certain persons. Timothy hay gets a lot 

of credit but is rarely a cause of the trouble. 
The pollens of all these plants scarcely travel 


Jon the wind at all, but must be inhaled al- 


most directly into the nostrils, Other pol- 
lens which sometimes cause hay fever in 
persons who brush against the plants or 
handle them are ironweed, rosin weed, marsh- 
mallow, horseweed, sow thistle, dandelion, 
black-eyed Susan, shasta daisy and even 


| sneeze weed.

From it he ought to select two or three sus- 
picious characters and test them by seeking 
sanctuary under their shade when they are 
pollinating.
